The victories in the Florida primary elections of Repu- 
blican Gerald Ford and Democrat Jimmy Carter are as clear 
a sign as there has been recently that the American people are 
rejecting some of the more abrasive, rigid and extreme 
political tendencies that were ushered into the U.S. political 
and social scene by the anti-war movement starting in 1966- 
The defeat of Reagan by Ford and of Wallace and Jackson by 
Carter is surely a sign of moderation. 

One leaves it for the political pundits in the United States 
to make their analyses of the voting so far. Whait is clear, 
however, is that many Democrats are pleased with the look 
and' manner of Jimmy Carter, and his successes to date may 
be enough to build the momentum he needs to clinch the 
Democratic Party's presidential nomination this summer. 

He has emerged onto the scene in much the same man- 
ner that George McGovern did in 1972, quietly, with much 
hard work on the local level and with some early primary 
wins. McGovern went on to register a colossal defeat at the 
hands of Richard Nixon, mainly because McGovern was a bit 
too far left for the liking of -the national electorate. 

Carter is not in the same position. He is more of a classic 
middle-of-the-road moderate, with a personal style that is 
apparently the rage of the nation. The next thing to happen 
if Carter maintains his momentum will be an end to all the 
talk about Hubert Humphrey being available as the Demo- 
cratic candidate. The Humphrey candidacy has not been a 
sign of his strength, but rather a reflection of the non-promi- 
nence of any other Democratic candidate. The emergence of 
Carter, or any declared candidate, will send Humphrey back 
into the shadows, which is probably a good thing all around. 

The Ford and Carter wins in Florida are signs on a post- 
Vietnam and post- Watergate political era in the United States 
insofar as they come at the expense of people like Reagan, 
Wallage and Jackson, who have been archetypal stars of the 
past heated decade in American politics. If less aceit>ic people 
in the Ford -Carter mold are the choice of the American people, 
this is probably a positive twist in the life of the nation, and 
something for Americans to be pleased with on their nation’s 
200th birthday.

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Al Ra’i Wesdnesday said 
that in his speech Monday, Pre- 
sident Assad of Syria raised a 
number of stances, which go 
beyond the differences created 
over the Sinai agreement, and 
which reflect on the nature of 
the coming stage and on the 
issue of solidarity among the 
Arabs in particular. Solidarity 
among the Arabs, as envisaged 
by Syria and by many Arabs, is 
not an act of obtaining unani- 
mous Arab consent on the mi- 
nimum Arab strategy, so long 
as there is the possibility of se- 
curing maximum unanimity, the 
paper said. 

Again, the paper says, the 
desired Arab solidarity is the 
one which is capable of melting 
the errors rather than preserv- 
ing them, and capable, as well, 
of mending pitfalls rather than 
justifying them. 

"We demand a powerful so- 
lidarity that can confront fore- 
ign designs and desires instead 
of letting them pass through,” 
concluded Al Rai. 

Al Shaab said that in his co- 
mprehensive speech Monday, 
the Syrian President presented 
an account on the prospects of 
the present stage, which is con- 
sidered a serious turning point 
in the Arab march... 

“President Assad referred to 
the size of Syria in bis explana- 
tion of Syria’s attitudes. It is 
not Syria’s small size or num- 
bers that determines its impor- 
tance, as long as Arab solidari- 
ty is capable of backing it in 
times of need. Any harm done 
to Syria within this solidarity 
will be a stab directed at every 
Arab country, irrespective of 
its size.” 

Referring to Assad’s favour- 
able remarks about Jordan, Al 
$haab said the President has de- 
fended Jordan’s stand against 
attacks about the summoning of 
the Jordanian parliament. The 
paper went on, Jordan, in its sta- 
nd by its Arab brothers for the 
restoration of the occupied ar- 
eas, including Jerusalem, did not 


violate the Rabat s ummi t reso- 
lutions, and is still committed 
to them by refusing to sign par- 
tial agreements. The determina- 
tion to continue the march, un- 
der the banner of the liberation 
of Palestine, as pledged by Pre- 
sident Assad, deepens faith in 
Syria, which has dealt honour- 
ably and sincerely with all the 
Arabs; hence it is Syria’s right 
to ask the Arabs to treat her in 
the same way,” the paper said. 

Al Nahar of Beirut depicted 
an ominous picture of the pre- 
vailing conditions in Lebanon. 
“What is happening now in the 
Lebanese barracks? Is it a mi- 
litary war? Is the army divided 
upon itself as were the civili- 
ans some time ago?” the news- 
paper asked. 

It went on: "People hear 
whispers like those they heard 
before the war of the civilians. 
People are ready to believe any 
hearsay. Anyhow, there is some- 
thing cooking in the barracks, 
among the soldiers. 

The paper added: "It was ge- 
nerally believed that the ‘civil- 
ian’ contagious disease will not 
spread to the barracks which 
are regarded as more disciplin- 
ed, symptoms to the countrary 
have been detected,” the pa'per 
lamented. 

Al Ahram of Cairo availed it- 
self on the seventh anniversary 
of the death of the famous Eg- 
yptian General Abdul Mun’im 
Riadh by an Israeli sniper at the 
Suez Canal front to emphasise 
that “Egypt will never surren- 
der to the defeat of 1967.” 

“Egypt,” the paper continu- 
ed, "has stood steadfast, and 
sacrificed its top-ranking mili- 
tary commanders in the battles 
of resistance, and later in the 
October War. It will not rest 
until it recovers every span of 
its territory, until the Arab na- 
tion regains its rights comple- 
tely and the people of Palestine 
restore their national, legitima- 
te rights in their homeland,” 
Al Ahram pledged.

However, voltage cannot be 
infinitely increased: considera- 
ble loss of eleotric energy on 
transmission lines, amounting 
sometimes to 15 per cent, is in- 
evitable.

The demand for transmitting energy over vast distances can- 
not be met by modem means, i.e. by transmission lines and 
cables. A further increase of voltage entails enormous diffi- 
culties : air no longer serves as an insulator and there are break- 
downs causing great losses of electricity (as seen in the 
picture). To avoid this artificial lightning it would be necessary 
to erect extremely high pylons and suspend a vast number of 
insulators which is practically impossible. Hie way out is to 
use superconductors where losses are brought to a minimum. 
Although superconductivity of metals at temperatures dose to 
absolute zero was discovered at the turn of the century, only a 
few years ago hard metals were found that make it possible 
to produce superconducting cattles for power engineering. Many 
metals and their compounds have already been discovered 
which work without losses at very low temperatures created 
by cooling with liquid helium. In the picture : this is how one 
qf the superconducting alloy lodes. Powerful solenoids and 
transformers can be made from it. In weight and volume the 
solenoid made from this alloy is hundreds* of times lighter and 
smaller than a similar one made from ordinary material.

LONDON, March 10, (R). — 
Sterling took another battering 
on foreign exchange markets to- 
day, dragging the French franc 
down with it as the British cur- 
rency lost three cents against 
the dollar. 

Dealers reported heavy inter- 
] national selling of the franc, 
which was pinned to its lowest 
permitted limit against the We- 
st German mark for most of the 
day. 

The British pound briefly hit 
a new record low of 1.9070 dol- 
lars in late trading and closed 
at a dismal 1.9130 dollars. 

Financial sources said sterl- 
ing's plunge has appeared to 
have shaken the whole struc- 
ture of exchange rate relation- 
ships in Europe. 

The most immediate threat 
is to the European snake, the 
system under which eight Eur- 
opean currencies maintain fixed 
parity margins among themsel- 
ves, but float together against 
i the dollar and other currencies. 

One dealer said today: “The 
snake is showing all the signs 
of bursting apart.” 

Late selling in London, and 
in New York as the day’s trad- 
ing got under way, brought mo- 
re pressure on the French franc 
when European markets closed 
and the French and West Ger- 
[ man central banks stopped sup- 
port operations. 

At this point the franc drop- 
ped through its floor in the 
snake to around 1.7650 against 
the mark. The lowest permitted 
trading limit is 1.76425 francs 
to the mark.
